Michigan’s Highest Court often 
walks the fine line betweep usurp- 
ation of legislative power and ju- 
dicial interpretation of Constitu- 
tional or statutory law. 

A recent Supremé ‘Court decis- 
ion which seems to nullify an age 
old doctrine of governmental im- 
! munity is a case in point. The idea 
that governments should not be 
sued by individuals is said to date 
back to days when ‘ ithe king could 


;do no wrong.” Others say that the 


concept developed from the way 
‘things used to be when the local 
government units. performed only 
a few, necessary services and had 
no sizable resources. 

= * * 

In its decision, which upsets 
these ideas, the Court pointed out 
‘that the legislature could restore 
governmental immunity any time 
it chosé to do so. 

As it stands now anyone who 


‘feels he was wronged or gas 


by a government in Michigan is 
ifree to start’ suit. Previously it 
was necessary to seek and obtain 
permission from the government 
about to be sued before action 
could take Hare 
* e 

There are ne who would argue 
today that an individual should 
not haVé the right to seek just res- 
titution for damages suffered be- 
cause of failings of a government 
unit to properly discharge its res- 
ponsibilities. There arc cals ‘those 
who are concerned that juries in 
such cases may follow the path of 
those which set damages for ac- 


panies. There has been a detecta- : 


able attitude in some cases: ‘soak 


the insurance company, it has lots|’ 


of money.” This has resulted in 
increased insurance premiums. A 
“soak the city’ attitude on the 
part of juries could easily result 
in the same thing: an increase of 
cost to the public. 

x * * 

Government immunity was a 
doctrine of Michigan since the 
state came into being until the re- 
cent Supreme Court decision over 
threw it. Alarmists among: those 
‘with an interest in the subject 
would do well to allow at least 
some brief period to see-the effect 
of the new concept and how it 
will work. 

It is always possible, according 
to the Court, for the legislature to 
bring the former doctrine back 
into existance.
